Work to be Commenced on 
the Pine Street Route. 


THE PAST MONTH’S TRANSACTIONS 


Real Estate Sales—Arrests by the 
Police—Street Pavinjr 
M atters. 


This morning at 7 o'clock forty men 
will be pot to work grading the Pine- 
atreet route for the Southern Pacific. 
The company left the m atter open as long 
as poseible, bo that the people interested 
in the Briswalter route could give their 
route if they wanted to, but as they 
showed no signs of coming to termg, Mr. 
Lunt telegraphed yesterday to Vice­ 
President Towne for instructions, and in 
reply came the order to commence con­ 
struction. It has leaked out, however, 
that if the Briswalter people choose to 
make a rally to day and concede the right 
of way, the grading outfit will be re­ 
moved from Pine street to their tract. 
The deeds conveying the Pine-street 
properly to the PaciBc Improvement Co., 
virtually the Southern Pacific, wore filed 
yesterday, although this was only a co­ 
incidence, for they have been in the 
hands of Judge Bicknell, the com pany’s 
lawyer, for some ten days past. 
It is 
stated that the working force will be in­ 
creased to 100 men by Monday next, 
and that the connection will be made 
and the last spike driven a week from 
Saturday. The work of transferring the 
offices will then commence and by the 
1st of March the Wolfskill depot will be in 
full running order. The electricians are 
now putting in the extra lights in the ar­ 
cade th at were found to be necessary at 
the experim ental test on Sunday last. 


STREET PAVING. 


L a b o r - S a v i n g M e t h o d s 
U s e d 
O n 
U p p e r M a in S t r e e t . 
Large quantities of stone from South 
Riverside are now being hauled to the 
city for paving purposes, and, in connec­ 
tion with it, some ingenious labor-saving 
devices are used. In the first place, the 
usual method of transporting stone from 
quarries is by loadiog it into wagons and 
then reloading on to railroad flit-cars, 
that is, unless a spur track runs right 
into the heart of ^be quarry. These con­ 
tractors, however, have special wagon- 
boxes, each of which will hold 2 yards 
of stone, and, on reaching the railroad, 
the wagon beds are lifted, by means 
of huge 
cranes, 
on 
to 
the 
ñat­ 
eare, six of them constituting a carload. 
On arrival here they are unloaded íd a 
sim ilar m anner at the way-track, be­ 
tween First and Aliso streets, skeleton 
wagons being in waiting.on to which the 
beds are transferred and then hauled up 
town. At Upper Main Btreet, where the 
work is going on, the wagon is unloaded, 
and here another device steps in, for the 
whole affair can be handled by one man 
The wagon-bed is made of a number of 
cross-slats, and the nnioader, starting in 
at the tail of the wauon, removes one at 
time and the load falls to the ground.

of entaiiiDg the cost of transporting a 
steam-roller from place to place.

Things are becoming exceedingly lively 
at the Capitol, and the fight for the divi­ 
sion of Colusa 
county is mainly re­ 
sponsible for it. 
Last night’s trains 
brought down hundreds of citizens from 
all parts of the county, each armed 
either with a petition for, or a protest 
against, the proposed division. A great 
majority of the visitors, however, seem 
to favor the division of the county and 
advance, for the most 
part, very co- 
qent reasons why the bill, now before the 
Legislature, should pass. 
The conditions prevailing in the county 
of Colusa are entirely different from 
those of the other counties of the State 
where division is suggested, and many 
members who are opposed to the Orange 
County bill, for instance, will strongly 
favor the division of Colusa. 
The result 
of this fight is now almost a foregone 
conclusion, the friends of the bill having 
bo satisfactorily presented their case that 
it is thought a majority of both Houses 
have already pledged themselves to its 
support. It has also become known that 
the tíovernor will approve the measure 
when it reaches him. 
The bill is up as a special order in the 
Assembly this afternoon, and the war of 
the factions is being waged more bitterly 
than ever. 
NEW BILLS. 
The introduction of bills in both Houses 
goes merrily on. 
Many of these are 
time-worn and moss-covered old chest­ 
nuts, which have bobbed up serenely at 
almost every preceding session of the 
Legislature, and bobbed down again 
when they found themselves unable to 
bear the strong light of investigation. 
Others, again, are good and lawful meas­ 
ures, having been suggested by the actual 
Deeds of the State, arising from her rapid 
growth and phenomenal development. 
One of these was introduced in the Sen­ 
ate this morning by Senator Bowers, of 
San Diego, and provides for the appoint­ 
ment by the tíovernor of three Pilot Com­ 
missioners for the Port of San Diego. The 
old law, now in force, is virtually a dead 
letter. It provides that the Commission 
shall consist of three members, one to 
be 
the 
President 
of 
the 
City 
Board 
of 
Trustees, one the Presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and the third to be appointed by the 
Governor. The city of San Diego’s Board 
of Trustees dropped out of existence 
some time ago and ehe now boasts, not 
one but two Chambers of Commerce. 
The formation of a Board of Pilot Com­ 
missioners, therefore, under the standing 
law would be a very difficult matter and 
Senator Bowers proposes to avoid simi­ 
lar complications in the future by placing 
the appointment of all three of the mem­ 
bers in the hands of the tíovernor. 
The bill also provides that no vessel 
coming into the port of San Diego shall 
be compelled to pay pilotage unless ac­ 
tually taking pilots. 
Heretofore one- 
half pilot fees were collected from foreign 
vessels entering the harbor without the 
aid of pilots. 
THE BARTLETT MEMORIAL MEETING. 
The Military Committee of the Senate, 
to which was charged the arrangements 
for the memorial exercises in respect of 
the memory of the late tíovernor Wash­ 
ington Baitlett, has decided on Wednes­ 
day, February Gth, as the date. The 
choice of orator has been placed in the 
hands of Columbus Bartlett, the late 
Governor’s brother, and it is more than 
likely that the Hon. John P. Irish, of the 
Alta California, will be chosen. The ex­ 
ercises will be held in the Assembly 
Chamber, both Houses of the Legislature 
adjourning for the day. Invitations will 
be sent to friends of the late Governor 
and the distinguished citizens of the 
State generally. 
A CORRECTION.

The 
mistake has been corrected through the 
Associated Press 
Anaheim has voted 
against the scheme.” 
A letter was then read from Santa 
Ana, asking that the Board of Trade and 
the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
delegate from each organization three 
members to be present at a mass-meet­ 
ing to be held in that city to-night. 
It was finally decided that as the 
meeting at Santa Ana was quite certaiu 
to endorse the proposed partition, it was 
best not to give it the moral support of 
the presence of the desired delegation. 
The secretary of the Chamber was in­ 
structed to thank the citizens of Santa

A t h a t W ith t'o u tra e to r M c A d a m 
of C h lc a fo . 
Mr. J. V. McAdams, a prominent con 
tractor of Chicago, is in the city. He 
has just set a large force of men to work 
dredging out Murietta hay, which he has 
contracted to make accessible for yachts 
and other light craft. He is also figuring 
on building the 3-mile seawall around 
San Diego bay, if the proposition is ac­ 
cepted by the Council there when it 
comes up a few weeks from now. Mr. 
McAdams is an authority on sewer build­ 
ing, as he has been engaged in the busi 
ness 
for the past 22 years and put 
down the mains in Omaha. A H e r a l d 
man asked him 
yesterday what he 
thought of the problem as regards this 
city, and he replied : “I am certainly in 
favor of running the sewage to the ocean, 
as I do not think that a section like this, 
which poses as a sanitarium, should take 
the chances of the bad effects that might 
result from using the waste for irrigation 
purposes. The same question is up be­ 
fore the authorities at Chicago, and that 
city will undoubtedly have to put in a 
new* sewer system inside of three years. 
It is a big thing to handle there, I 
can tell you, and will entail an expendi­ 
ture of about $30,000,000. 
Under the 
present arrangement the sewage runs 
into the lake, and the water becomes 
polluted owing to the enormous output 
from the city, so it has been decided to 
run it into the Illinois River, to which 
place there is a fall of fifty feet.” 
“ Have you visited Los Angeles in con 
nection with sewage matters?” asked the 
scribe. 
“ I heard that you were about to un­ 
dertake construction very shortly, and 
would advertise for bids, so I am here to 
send in a proposal.” 
Mr. McAdams is also quite an expert 
on street paving, as he has laid down a 
good many streets in Chicago and other 
large cities.

T h e substantial character of the men 
who are behind th e Los Angeles, U tah 
and A tlantic Railway is now conceded 
on all hands. Two years has been fixed 
upon as the time needed to bnild the 
nine hundred and a fraction miles be­ 
tween Sioux City and tidew ater at San 
Pedro. 
An era of unprecedented pros­ 
perity—greater far, indeed, than any we 
have ever experienced—will undoubtedly 
follow the completion of this road. 


O u r contemporary, the Tribune, seems 
to have adjusted its difficulties somewhat 
and to have resumed its regular and set 
ways, the application for the appoint­ 
m ent of a receiver having been dis 
charged yesterday. 
We are glad of this. 
It would not have helped Los Angeles 
particularly to have had it go forth that 
one of her daily journals had gone to the 
wall. There has been much that was 
good in the Tribune, and we hope its 
lines may fall in pleasant places. 


P hoenix, the new capital of Arizona, is 
by long odds the most promising and at­ 
tractive place in the Territory. 
It is the 
center of the splendidly watered Salt 
River Valley, and has upwards of two 
huudred miles of irrigating canals tribu­ 
tary to it, and their mileage is being 
increased. A num ber of Angelenos are 
m aking some very interesting experi­ 
m ents at Phcenix, amongst the rest Mr. 
J . de B irth Shorb, of San Marino, in 
th e San Gabriel Valley, and Mr# Mac 
Pherson, of Orangs. The highest ex ­ 
pectations are entertained of fine horti­ 
cultural results there, both the grape and 
the orange in especial promising re­ 
markably well. 
W ith her great ad­ 
vantages, Phcenix may reasonably look 
to be a large and rich city. 


T h e expose which the H e r a l d has 
made of the disposition of the county 
road fnnd, together with onr exhibit of 
the trem endous sums of money thus 
squandered, bos made a great impres­ 
sion upon the taxpayer. 
But that inter­ 
esting and unlucky wight ought not to 
rest content with indignation. He ought 
to apply himself to seeing that hereafter 
he gets some roads for his money. 
Citi­ 
zens residing in the country precincts 
particularly—for they are the greatest suf­ 
ferers—ought to memorialize both Houses 
of the Legislature to change our whole 
modus operandi of roadmaking and road 
overseeing. 
U ntil we can get a system 
which will adm it of some real and eflec- 
tive work being done, we m ight as well 
hold on to our cash. 
One hundred 
thousand dollars under the present sys­ 
tem would not do the good that might 
be accomplished by the judicious and 
intelligent use of $10,000 under a better. 


M r . F. H . B a r c l a y , the other day, 
brought to this office a specimen of 
orange wine which he had mad« in a 
very primitive m anner. 
In flavor it very 
m uch resem bled a Vermouth, although 
it bad the rich coloring and oily consist­ 
ence of a cordial. 
Mr. Barclay made 
this article by peeling the oranges and 
squeezing the juice 
into 
fermenting 
tubs. 
He racked it off once, then bot­ 
tled it and kept it in his cellar for three 
years. There is no question of the fact 
that Mr. Barclay’s labors have resulted 
in a very fine product, and one that 
would readily sell as a first-class cordial. 
I t is quite up to and even beyond the 
standard of an ordinary V erm outh, judg­ 
ing from onr partial trial of it. W 
should be pleased to hear in the columns 
of the H e r a l d from some one who is 
fam iliar with orange wine. It is by no 
m eans a new thing, and has a positive 
▼aloe in Europe. The Barclay product 
certainly has valne. 


T he movement at Sacramento to purify 
our electoral system does not seem to 
be meeting with the success its sanguine 
supporters had hoped for. 
Political rail- 
leniums move even slower in California 
than elsewhere. The attractive features 
of the plan proposed are the payment of 
the legitimate expenses of the candidates, 
and th e ability to place nominees fairly 
in the field without the agency of polit­ 
ical conventions. This is by no means 
the first effort th at has been made to rid 
the people of machine or “ boss” politics, 
b at it does not look as if it would prove 
Any more successful than its predeces­ 
sors. 
For tw enty years David Dudley 
Field h as been calling the attention of 
civilized m ankind to his Code of In ter­ 
national Law, which has most excellent 
reformatory features, b ut few are the 
people whom he has ever persuaded even 
to read it. 
We are afraid that we sháll 
b e obliged to get along under our elec­ 
toral methods for some ysars to come. 


New E ra off Irrig a tio n . 
Major Powell, of the U nited States 
Topographical Survey, has recently pre­ 
sented to th e Interior Departm ent a re­ 
port upon the subject of irrigation. 
He 
has specially considered the subject of 
irrigating th e arid plains adjoining the 
Sierra N evada range of m ountains, and 
the conclusion of the report is, th a t in 
order to get w ater sufficient for the irri­ 
gation of these plains, the water m ust be 
taken from the lakes which stud the sum ­ 
m its of the Sierra Nevada mountains and 
be carried in distributing canals through 
the foothill country into the valleys be­ 
low. As is well known, there are many 
of these lakes which lie in hollows left 
when the m ountain range was thrown 
up. These lakes are natural store-houses, 
supplied by the rainB and the m elting 
snows, and in order to make them serve 
the purpose of reservoirs all that is neces­ 
sary is to tap them at points so that the 
water may be draw n off when needed in 
the dry m onths, and closing the gateway 
or canal when the irrigating season is 
over, so th a t the lake may be replen­ 
ished by th e rains and snows. In some 
cases it may be necessaiy to erect a dam 
at the outlet of the lake, so as to increase 
its storage capacity and to furnish a bet­ 
ter means of connecting the canal with 
the waters of the lake. 
It is evident to all who have know­ 
ledge of the subject, that sufficient water 
can be obtained by the plan suggested 
by Major Powell to irrigate most, if not 
all, of the arid plains of California and 
Nevada, and that sufficient water for 
this purpese cannot be obtained in any 
other way. 
Natural and artificial lakes 
mast be used as reservoirs to store the 
waters in the mountain so th at it can be 
allowed to run down to the valleys dur­ 
ing the season when irrigation is needed. 
If these reservoirs are not used to store 
the waters accum ulated duriug the wet 
seasons, then these waters must run to 
waste in the spring m onths, and thus 
leave the stream s dry or with a scarcity 
of water in the season when irrigation is 
necessary. 
It is only a question of time when the 
plan suggested by Major Powell will be 
put in operation, for it is well known 
that the soil of the valleys of California 
is generally rich and productive when it 
is irrigated; and this being so, the land 
and water will not be allowed to remain 
separate by our enterprising people. 
But it is evident also that this plan of 
irrigation can only be carried out at 
great expense. It does not seem prac­ 
ticable that the State should take charge 
of and bear the expense of this system 
of irrigation and it must be done, 
if done at all, by the investm ent of pri­ 
vate capital. 
It will be most difficult, if 
not impossible, to raise the money neces­ 
sary for these works by contribution 
from, or assessm ent upon, the owners of 
the lands to be irrigated. The only prac 
ticable wáy of carrying out this extensive 
system of irrigation is to allow it to b« 
done by individuals or corporations who 
can command capital sufficient for the 
purpose. 
In the Constitution of California it is 
declared that the use of all water appro­ 
priated for sale, rental or distribution is 
a public use and subject to the regulation 
and control of the State. The Constitu­ 
tion further provides that the rates for 
water supplied to any city and county, 
or city or town, or the inhabitants there­ 
of, shall be fixed annually by the Boards 
of Supervisors, or other governing body, 
of such city and town, or city or town. 
By an act of the Legislature, passed in 
1885, in pursuance of the Constitution 
the several Boards of Supervisors of the 
different counties were empowered to fix 
and regulate the maximum rates at 
which any person or company engaged 
in the business of distributing water in 
any of these counties m ight sell 
rent 
such 
water. 
This 
power 
of 
regulation which is thus vested, by the 
Constitution and laws of th e State, in the 
Boards of Supervisors of the different 
counties, and cities and counties is not 
limited. 
Rates may be fixed which will 
not yield an income sufficient to carry on 
the business, and this would am ount to 
a aonfiscation of the property and busi­ 
ness of the owners of the W ater Works. 
How far the Courts would interfere with 
the enforcement of rates which would 
not yield to capital invested in the water 
business an income such as was being 
earned by capital invested in other enter­ 
prises in the same locality, is a judicial 
question not yet fully considered and not 
settled. 
It may be held that the Courts 
will not interfere except in clear cases of 
abuse of the power of fixing rates, that 
is, if rates are fixed which would yield 
sufficient to pay operating expenses and 
taxes and some return, however small, 
to the owner of the property invested, 
the Courts m ight not interfere. 
If th e Supervisors have the legal 
power to deny to capital invested in the 
business of selling water for irrigation a 
revenue substantially equivalent to that 
earned by capital 
invested in other 
enterprises, 
this 
will 
prevent and 
obstruct the investment of capital in 
irrigation works. The possibility that 
rates m ay be fixed which will yield a 
sm aller revenue than iaearned by capital 
generally in other business enterprises 
will of course make capital hesitate be­ 
fore it places itself under this power ot 
regulation. 
When irrigation works ara established 
and in operation, it will be natural for 
the land-owner to desire his w ater at the 
lowest rates possible, and as the Super­ 
visors m ust be elected by the votes 
of the land-owners, the tendency will 
naturally be to reduce the price of water 
to the lowest rates. 
It is manifest, 
therefore, that capital m ust be offered 
some guarantee of a fair return when it 
is invested in irrigation works, or it will 
seek other investments. 
It is but fair 
that th e law should provide such guar­ 
antee, while the land-owner should have 
water as cheaply as he can get i t ; yet 
the capital which is necessary to bring 
the water to his land should be allowed 
a fair return. If the land-owner is not 
willing to concede this much to capital, 
he cannot expect it will be invested in 
the works necessary to bring the water 
to his land. 
The power of regulation should not be 


given up, but it should be so lim ited as 
to place property invested in irrigation 
works beyond the power of confiscation, 
which seems to be now practically 
vested in the Boards of Supervisors. 
The law should provide that the price 
of water should be so fixed that the 
owner of the irrigation works shall have, 
after paying bis expenses and taxes, at 
least 6 per cent, return upon his capital 
invested. 
The law must contain some 
lim it to this power of regulation, or else 
the great work of irrigation which is to 
convert the now arid plains and deserts 
of California into farms teeming with the 
richest fruits of agriculture, m ust be 
long delayed. 


Frye and Reagan Combine 
to Defy Bismarck. 


S ir 
M o r e l l 
M a c k e n z ie has had a 
hard time of it ever since he undertook 
to doctor the late Em peror Frederick. 
How he ever managed to get out of Ger­ 
many with his life is a mystery, consid­ 
ering what good carvers the German 
physicians are, and how* their medical 
career is led up to by constant dueling 
practice. 
From the day he first set his 
foot in San Remo the Scotch surgeon 
w as eubjecied to a system of most an­ 
noying tnrreillance, and to incessant and 
biting attacks in the German news­ 
papers. 
It is a great wonder, consider­ 
ing Bismarck’s peremptory character, 
that the Doctor was not thrown into a 
dungeon, where he might have lan­ 
guished under some 
fanciful charge. 
But when the Doctor at last got back to 
England his troubles ought surely to 
have been at an end. Not so, however. 
In an evil moment he decided to write a 
book 
upon 
his 
illustrious 
patient. 
This brought the whole crowd of Ger­ 
man diplomats and German physicians 
down npon his head. Not only that, but 
he was censured by both the English 
College of Medicine and the English 
College of Surgeons for so far departing 
from professional etiquette as to write a 
treatise upon a patient. 
In a fury the 
irascible Doctor 
resigned from both 
faculties, and he is now said to be en­ 
gaged ia giving 
Prince Bismarck 
thorough 
lambasting 
through 
the 
pages of 
a London 
magazine. 
In 
one of his alleged articles he gently 
insinuates that the Prince Chancellor 
acted as if he thought Frederick’s cancer 
did not make rapid enough progress. 
Mackenzie has now struck a line in which 
he can get bis knife into the great Ger­ 
man, and the knife to the hilt. 
Bis­ 
marck is as sensitive to newspaper 
criticism as the veriest tyro in politics. 
He flies into an ungovernable fury when 
his motives or career are arraigned and 
Sir Morell has surely fouud the true 
path to vengeance. 


T h e r e seems to be a great deal of 
trouble in the ranks of tho Republican 
party of Los Angeles. 
According to the 
popular understanding, the City Central 
Committee is undertaking to run m atters 
with a high hand, and is disposed to 
dictate the candidates. The gentlemen 
on the outside, who claim to have the 
interests of the party quite as fully at 
heait as the holders of the citadel, think 
that they ought to be consulted in the 
delicate and responsible function of nara 
ing the standard-bearers. It is a very 
pretty fight as it stands, and will proba­ 
bly have no little influenceon the coming 
election if it is not attended to in time. 
We learn that, night before last, there was 
a secret meeting of the City Central Com­ 
m ittee, and that everything was cut and 
dried thereat, the progiamme including 
the H on. John Mansfield for Mayor. 
G reat is the agitation in consequence. 


As m a y be learned in the local columns 
of the H e r a l d , the sales of realty in this 
city for the m onth closed yesterday,come 
to over $3,000,000. 
For the correspond­ 
ing m onth last year the sum was $5,00'.),- 
000, and for 1887 it was $6,000,000. The 
sales in 1886 were about the same in 
am ount for the m onth just passed. We 
used to think 1886 a good boom year, 
until 18S7 came and doubled its record. 
The business being done now is done 
very quietly, and is for perm anent im­ 
provement. 
For the past five or six 
months the sales have been running 
about $3,000,000 a m onth. 
Well, that 
probably eclipses th e business of any 
other county in the Union still. It is 
likely to increase in volume, rather than 
to dim inish.

W a s h in g to n , January 31.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation bill, the 
pending question being on the am end­ 
ment referring to Samoa. Reagan offered 
an am endm ent to insert the words: 
And for the protection of the rights of 
American 
citizens residing on 
said 
islands, and to preserve tho neutrality 
and independence thereof.” 
Hale objected to the last clause. The 
en a^ should not declare the intention 
to preserve neutrality or m aintain the 
independence of any nation. That was 
for the Executive to do. 
Sherman agreed with Hale, saving that 
the words proposed to be inserted, weak­ 
ened rather than strengthened the state­ 
ment of the m atter. 
It was “ Fourth of 
July” language. No American had been 
h u rt60 far. After a long,exciting debate,in 
which Senators Frye and Regan took 
strong ground in favor of protecting the 
independence of Samoa and securing a 
harbor 
there 
for 
American 
Rhips, 
it was intimated by them 
and b. 
IÍ3le that the debate would come no 
again soon in another and more serious 
form, “ perhaps involving the relation­ 
ship between the United States and 
Germany.” 
After Sherm an’s rem arks,Frye did not 
agree with Sherman that no wrongs had 
been committed in Samoa against Amer- 
can citizens. 
He thought the evidence 
conclusive that wrongs had been com­ 
mitted on them , but that was not at is­ 
sue, and he hoped the Senator from 
Texas wonld not insist on his am end­ 
ment now. 
It did not comprise all that 
Congress ought to do. The rem arks of 
the Senator from Texas 
came verv 
much nearer to it than the report of the 
committee. I t was not G erm any; it was 
not Bism arck; it w as nothing but a Ger­ 
man trading firm. That firm had abso­ 
lute and supreme power to-day over the 
Samoan Islands, and the German Con­ 
sul received his orders from it. Tiie 
Germans bad, without any authority, 
and with one of the gravest inBultfl ever 
committed against the United States, 
deliberately elevated to power and made 
king a rebel, Tamaseee, who had not a 
Samoan chief behind 
him —not one. 
Tamnsese was nothing but a puppet ir 
the bands of the German trading firm, 
If he were perm itted to be established 
and were recognized as king, one of bis 
first acts, under the instructions of the 
German trading firm, would be to give 
the necessary notice for the abrogation of 
the treaty with the United States, and 
the harbor of I’ago Pago would be utterly 
lost 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
In 
his judgment, the am endments reported 
by tne Committee on Foreign Relations 
did not bring up the real 
Samoan 
question. The real question at issue be­ 
tween the United States and the Ger­ 
mans was not necessarily before the Sen­ 
ate for discussion under these item s of 
appropriation, nor, in his judgm ent, was 
the Senate ready to-day for the discus­ 
sion. He expected to see the day come, 
and ere long, when there would be a 
proposition before the Senate that wonld 
bring u n th e whole question of the differ­ 
ences at issue between the United States 
and Germany. The testimony of Consul- 
General Sewall was still a secret docu­ 
m ent, and until it was made public, the 
real question could not be properly dis­ 
cussed. There is not a fourth-rate power 
in Europe which, if it bad been a party 
to a conference with Germany as to the 
autonomy and independence of Samoa, 
and if Germany, pending that conference, 
and without notice, had deliberately or­ 
dered her ships of war to violate that 
autonomy and independence, would not 
have risked its life on the dem and for the 
immediate restoration of the status quo. 
Reagan agreed with Frye's sentiment s. 
He was sorry to see a dispcsitk n tj 
shrink from m eeting the duty of ihe 
Government. 
The Consular Agent of 
the United States a t Samoa, the officers 
and crews of American ships there, and 
U nited States citizens residing there, 
could not fail to be humiliated by the 
fact that their Government perm itted 
Germany to trample upon their rights and 
upon the rights of Samoa in the face of 
treaty stipulations and understandings. 
Instead of trying to cover them np, wis­ 
dom and prudence and the interests of 
the country required the facts to be rnet. 
If the Government of the United States 
had assumed obligations to Samoa, it 
should execute them . 
If it owed duties 
to its citizens there, it should peform 
those duties. 
It the flag of the U nited 
States had been insulted, if the property 
of United States citizens in Samoa had 
been placed at the mercy of German 
traders through the action of the Ger- 
mun Government, the fact eught to be 
recognized and one of two things mu6t 
lie done. 
If tne rights of the United 
States were to bo abruptly abandoned, 
the American Consul and the comman­ 
ders of the American ships ought to be 
called home and not subjected to insult 
and degradation, and whatever rights 
the U nited States had there, ought to be 
abandoned, or else the rights which be­ 
longed to this country ought to be as 
serted squarely and manfully. 
Frye added some further rem arks as 
to the importance of the harbor of Pago- 
Pago to the commercial and other inter­ 
ests of the United States in the Pacific 
ocean and then proceeded to re a l and 
comment upon the Associated Press dis 
patches

received 
from 
Auck­ 
land, New 
Zealand. 
The 
dispatch 
and comments 
ran

w ay: Advices from Samoa state that the 
German officials have given notice that 
all vessels arriving there will be searched 
for articles contraband of w ar; so that 
the right to search American vessels, if 
this dispatch is correct, is asserted by 
Germany. They have suppressed the 
tíamoan Times. If that is true,theo free 
speech is stopped in Samoa. A passen­ 
ger on a British steamer, who visited 
M ataafa’s camp, was immediately put 
under arrest, but was subsequently re­ 
leased, in compliance with the demand 
of the British Consul. If ho had been 
an American, I suppose, it would not 
have done for the American Consul to 
dem and his release. 
A proclamation

Strikers Making Trouble for 
the Police. 


THE 
HOB HOLDING 
ITS OWN. 


T hreats of Arson and Bloodshed. 
Several of the R ingleaders 
Arrested.

N e w Y o r k , January 3 1 .—Nearly all 
the street car lines in the city this morn* 
ing resumed running cars. Some of them 
are running a considerable 
number. 
Some of the strikers are fighting drunk. 
Serious trouble is anticipated 
before 
night. Squads of m ilitia are guarding 
the State Arsenal and the Second Battery 
w here the Gatling guns are stationed, to 
guard against a rumored attack contem ­ 
plated by the strikers to secure arm s and 
am munition. 
N e w Y o r k , January 3 1 .—Many cars 
are running. 
No trouble was reported 
up to noon. 
N ew Y o r k , January 31.— A t 2 o’clock 
the mob near the Belt Line stables in­ 
creased to 3,000, and was reported tear­ 
ing up the tracks on Fifty-seventh street. 
The police are preparing to charge them , 
and there is likely to be serious trouble. 
Inspector Williams has ordered the 
police, in case they are attacked by the 
strikers, to shoot to kill. A thousand 
strikers have congregated this afternoen 
near the stables of the Belt Line and 
erected barriers across the tracks. They 
swear no cars will be allowed to run. 
Trouble is believed to be imminent. 
The police reserves are ordered to con­ 
centrate here. 
N e w Y o r k , January 3 1 .— Late in the 
afternoon the belt road near Tenth ave­ 
nue was blocked with a load of sand and 
stones, and great crowds of strikers con­ 
gregated. Stones wero thrown, and the 
situation was becoming very serious, 
when Inspector Steers ordered his men 
to charge with theirclubs to disperse the 
crowd. The charge was made and the 
crowd had soon disappeared, many of 
them with sore headB and bodies. 
Dur­ 
ing this affray the strikers opened fire 
with revolvers, which was returned by 
the police und one of the strikers 
was seriously wounded. 
Later the mob 
dumped a truck on the track in Seventh 
avenuo. 
Officer Lynch seized the leader 
and started to the station, when the 
crowd made rushes to rescue him and 
knocked the officer down. 
Another offi­ 
cer came to the rescue and a serious fight 
ensued, during which a uum ber of shots 
were fired. 
One of the bullets struck 
the prisoner in the leg, inflicting a seri­ 
ous wound. 
Reinforcements came up 
and dispersed the crowd. The two offi­ 
cers were badly injured. 
Several other minor minor affrays oc­ 
curred at different points. Many strikers 
were clubbed and several arrested. 
The 
Police Commissioners are holding hourly 
conferences with Superintendent Murray. 
Superintendent W hite, of the Dry Dock 
line, informed the police that he had in­ 
formation that the strikers would attem pt 
to fire the stable to-night, and, in conse- 
quenco, a large force of police is on duty

Commander Day’s Version of 
the Samoan Story. 


GERMAN 
TRADERS’ TO 
BLAME. 


The Short Way Ont of it is to Supply 
the Natives w ith Rifles and 
Ammunition. 


lAFROdftted Presa Dispatches to tho H erald. 


C l e v e l a n d , Ohio., January 31.—Com 
mander B. F. Day, of the U nited States 
Navy, who has recently returned from a 
cruise in the South Pacific, told a re­ 
porter this afternoon an interesting story 
of his experiences in Samoa. 
He went 
there in May, 1886, in the United States 
steamer Mohican, shortly after Tamasese 
had set himself up against Malietoa. 
Capt. 
Day had 
a 
conference with 
Malietoa, and arranged a move against 
Tama^ese’s forces, which were in camp 
on the beach, n iie miles away. Day 
expressly stipulated that there was to be 
no bloodshed unless be gave the signal. 
His calculation was that Tamasese, who 
had but 600 men, would capitulate on 
finding 
himself 
surrounded. 
Mali- 
etoa’s arm y 
of 
2,000 men 
moved 
down as planned, and, at daylight, the 
Mohican went up to anchor off Tama- 
sese’s town. The Germans had been 
watching the ship, and sent word to 
Tamasese. by land, to have nothing to 
do with Commander Day. 
W hen the 
Mohican arrived off the camp, Day sent 
for Tamasese and tried to have him sign 
an agreem ent giving up the claim to the 
kingship. Acting under German advice, 
he refused. “ My best judgm ent then,” 
said Commander Day, “ was to have 
Malietoa pitch in and everlastingly whip 
Tamasese, as the latter was in rebellion 
against the then recognized government. 
This would have forever ended the diffi­ 
culty. 
By this tim e, however, the Eng­ 
lish Consul served me with a formal pro­ 
test against my precipitating a conflict, 
and the United States Consul sided with 
me, while the German Consul earnestly 
entreated me not to start, the affray. We 
then tried to have the Consuls hit upon 
an arrangem ent.” 
Commodore Day then showed an agree­ 
m ent Bignod by all of Malietoa’s and 
Tamasse’s chiefs, dated June 8, 1886, 
solemnly agreeing that from that day 
there should be perpetual peace anu the 
two parties would live in friendship. 
All the fortB were to be destroyed, and 
no firearms carried by the Samoans. 
This peace lasted until about August, 
1887. 
Commander Day says that Bradois, 
Tamasse’s Premier, was formerly a cleik 
for the German trading company, and is 
completely 
under their control. In ­ 
stead of an autonomy, the Samoan 
Government 
is 
a 
protectorate 
to 
all 
intents 
and 
purposes. 
In 
fact, the commander of the German 
vessel at that time there, frankly ad­ 
mitted to Commander Day that they 
wero protecting Tamasese. 
The Ger­ 
mans supply him with guns and am ­ 
munition, and if our Government intends 
to assert its rights there and prevent the 
Germans from getting full control, the 
wisest move would be to send M ataafa a 
good supply of arm s and am munition. 
‘Vii.ii these he could held his own agsinRt 
any iorce the 
Germans could 
send 
against him for a long time. 
Com­ 
m ander Day has an idea that the affair 
is going to be a very serious complica­ 
tion.

French railways are reported to be 
suffering from competition with canals. 
So acute has the situation necome that 
tho railroads ure dem anding the reimpo- 
sitionof the tolls taken off the canal traf­ 
fic in 1880. In that year the French 
Government aboliehed 
all 
taxations 
upon canal an l river transport, with the 
result that the total carriage increased 
from 1.875,000,000 tons earned a kilome­ 
ter in 1880, to 3.073,000,000 tons carried 
a similar distance in 1887. In the same 
period transport by tho main lines of 
the French 
railway system fell off 
from 
10,064,000,000 
tons 
carried a 
kilometer 
in 
1880, 
to 8,067,000,000 
tons in 1887. 
The railways claim th at 
they themselves are heavily taxed on 
their expenditures, while the large out­ 
lay from public funds on the rivers and 
canals return nothing to the public ex­ 
chequer. Complaint is further made 
that the cheapness of water carriage 
stimulates 
injurious 
competition by 
foreigners with the home trade. For in­ 
stance, coal from England, Germany and 
Belgium reaches the interior of France at 
rates for carriage which enable French 
production to ha undersold, and lor this 
privilege the French Government sanc­ 
tions the annual expenditure of 26,000,­ 
000 
francs 
upon waterways.—I Brad- 
street’s. 


T im e W asted w ith S p ellin g . 
Dr. Gladstone has made elaborate in­ 
vestigations in the schools of England 
and other countries to ascertain the time 
devoted to teaching spelling. H e finds 
that 720 hours at least are lost to each 
scholar; that an Italian child of 9 years 
will read and spell as correctly as Eng­ 
lish children at 13, though the Italian 
begins his lessons two years later. 
It is 
about the same with the Germans and 
Swedes. 
This extra time is given to 
civics and useful science. The illiteracy 
of English-speaking nations is startling. 
There were 5,658,144 persons of 10 years 
and over who reported themselves illit­ 
erate at our census of 1870; 6,239,958 at 
the census of 1880. The nearly illiterate 
are as many more. 
England is wore* 
off than we are. 
B at the other Pro­ 
testant countries of Europe have almoBt 
none. One of the cauFeB of this exces­ 
sive illiteracy among English peoples is 
the badness of im glish spelling. The 
reform spelling is a patriotic aed philan­ 
thropic reform.—[Prof. F. A. March in 
the Forum.
